‘‘adobe,” which whem"wet becomes very 
sticky, and on drying bécome like stone. 
Roads almost impassable in the wet sea- 
son become in summer as hard and 
smooth as the finest ma¢adamized roads. 
Crops other than wheat cannot be raised 
except by irrigation. As the wheat is 
fully grown by the time the dry season 
commences, it is very nice to have the 
grain ripened sufficiently dry for thrash- 
ing = the time it ig cut. Combined 
machines for ecuttipg and threshing 
| wheat at the same — increasing in 
| number very fast. 
_ On reaching a grain field one’s atten- 
tion is drawn to au object which has an 
appearance similar to a house of small 
size~moving by its own power through 
the field, which stretches as far as one 
can see in all directions. On its near 
approach it is found that instead of 
moving by its own force it is propelled 
by twenty very large mules, which were 
hidden behind its huge proportions. 
The mules are fastened in two lines, 
ten abreast, to long whiffletrees attached 
toa heavy timber, at the, back end of 
which is the wheel which steers the 
machine, As one sits on top of the 
machine and looks behind he sees the 
ears and backs of the mules, and it seems 
much like putting the cart before the 
horse, a habit the. people have here. 
The pilot sits in front of the wheel steer- 
ing, and the sensation to a passenger is 
as if at sea, except as the crack of the 
whip warns some laggard mule to move 
faster. 

Close to the knives stands a man who 
raises or lowers them according as the 
grain is tallor not, as all that is 
wanted is tg cut just below the heads. 
Passing by an endless belt the heads 
are carried to the eylinder or picker; 
the grain is threshed, and through 
a set of sieves is cleaned 
and sent along by a set of scoops to the 
sack-sewer, fille the sacks. Then 
sewing them, théy are ready for market, 
and sliding down an inclined plane lie 
ready for the wagon, on which they are 
carried to a pile of other sacks all ready 
to be hauled to market. As the price at 
present is very low, only $1.35 per cen- 
tal, many farmers will leave the grain in 
the fields for many weeks, knowing that 
there is no danger of rain. This immunity 
from wet makes the farmers (or, as they 
are called here, ranchers) careless, and 
many show the improvident way of the 
country by leaving a machine which cost 
$2,000 without cover through the winter. 
As these machines weigh three or four 
tons each, their use is only possible in a 
country where the soil bakes hard like a 
pavement. To give a minute description 
of one of these machines would trespass 
too much on your columns, but this may 
give a general idea.

Early American Coinage. 

The earliest coinage that can be called 
American, in the sense of Ang'o Ameri- 
can, was ordered by the original Virginia 
company, only five years after the found. 
ing of Jamestown. The coins were minted 
at somers islands, now known as the 
Bermudas. Fora long while the stand. 
_ard currency of Virginia was tobacco, as 
/in many of the early settlements of the 
| Northwest it was beaver skins. The ac- 
counts of the fur traders and pioneers in 
‘their dealings with the Indians were 
_keptin beaver skins instead cf dollars 
until some years a‘ter the opening of this 
century, and in some parts of the Domin 
‘ion of Canida they are still kept so. In 
1645 the assembly of the Virginia col- 
ony, aftera preamble reciting that ‘‘it 
had maturely weighed and consideredhow 
advantageous a quoine would be to this 
colony, aud the great wants and miseries 
which do daily happen unto it by the 
sole dependency upon tobacco,” pro- 
vided for the issue of copper coins of 
the denomination s of twopence, three- 
pence, sixpence and ninepense, but this 
law was never carried into effect, so the 
first colonial coinage of this country was 
that struck off by Massacl.usetts under 
the order of the general court of that 
colony, passed May 27, 1865, creating 2 
‘‘mint howse” at Boston, and providing 
for the mintage of ‘12 pence, 6 pence 
and 3 pence pieces, which shall be for 
forme flatt, and stamped on the one side 
with N. E., and on the other side with 
XIld., Vid., and IIld., according to the 
value of each piece.” In 1662, from this 
same mint, appeared the famous ‘‘pine 
tree shillings,” which were two-penny 
pieces. This mint was maintained for 
thirty-four years. In the reign of Wil 
liam and Mary copper coins were struck 
in England for New England and Caro- 
lina. Lord Baltimore had silver shil- 
lings, sixpences, and fourpences made 
in England to supply the demands of 
his province of Maryland. Vermont 
and Connecticut established mints in 
1785 for the issue of copper coin. New 
Jersey followed a year later. But Con- 
gress had the establisiiment of a mint 
for the confederated States under ad- 
visement, and in this same year agreed 
upon a plan submitted by Thomas Jef 
ferson, and the act went into operation 
on a small scalc in 1787. After the 
adoption of the Constitution of the 
United States in 1789 all the State 
mints were closed, as the constitution 
specifically places the sole power of 
coining money_in the Federal govern- 
ment. 


The Story of a Great Mine.

He passed the night, 
this ‘‘mala noche,” between hope and 
despair, when just before daylight a 
miner came from the mine bringing a 
gallo” (a piece of rich rock) and the 
news that a bonanza had been struck. 
The bonanza proved to be an immense 
one. In memory of that night the mine 
was called Mala Noche. — Globe- Democrat.

Condition of Crops Generally. — 
The Department of Agricalture, at 
Washington, on August 19, gives 
the following summary of the con- 
dition of crops throughout the coun 
try for the month of August: 

Corn.—Not taken into account 
the acreage, which is larger than 
in previous years, the condition of 
the crop averages same as in July 
report, and is higher than in any 
August since 1880, and has been 
exceeded but three times in ten 
years, viz: in 1875, 1879, and 
1880. ‘There has been an improve- 
ment in fowa, Missouri, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Gegrgia, Alabama, 
Kentucky, New Jersey, and the 
Pacific coast. A slight decline in 
condition is reperted in Ohio, Indh- 
ana, Illinois, and in some of the 
Southern States, -Drouth has pre- 
vailed in portions of the Ohio val- 
ley and in Texas with considerable 
severity. There will be large 
crops of rye, barley aud buckwheat

A MINING HORROR 


Eight Men Saff ocated in Penmsyl- 
vania Colliery. 

The excitement over a fire at Buckridge col- 
liery near Shamokin, Penn., was increased by 
the suffocation of eight men who were engaged 
in the vain attempt to drive a hole from 
Greenback colliery into the burning mine, 
through which to run the creek 
While the two superintendents having charge 
of the men were absent Peter Welker went 
down the Greenback slope to feed the mules. 
In descending he felt the wagon in 
which he was riding jar. He jumped 
ou and Alaa the body of a 
man lying on track. Before he 
could see who the man was the fire-damp ex- 
tinguished his lamp, and, almost overcome 
and exhausted, he managed to get into the 
car, the bell-wire and signaled to be 
hoisted. 

A few minutes later the wagon reached the 
surface with Welker lying in it insensible. 

This was the first intimation the officials 
bad of anything wrong inside. Frank War- 
drop and Valentine Depner volunteered to go 
down and reach the miners inside, but the at- 
tempt almost cost them their lives, 
They were hoisted out more 4d 
than alive. Both the Greenback ana 
Buckridge mines soon filled up with gas and 
every one working aboutthe places was 
forced to the surface. The men who were 
driving the hole, and fifteen mules were 
still inside, and all of course perished. 

The mining engineers examined the slope as 
far as they could with safety and gave it as 
their opinion that the gas forced its way from 
the old workings down upon the miners, 
smothering the eight men engaged in driving 
the hole. Their names are William Carl, 
Patrick Haley, William B. Clark, William 
Shankweiler, William Taylor, George Beck, 
Robert White and William Fox. "Boven of 
the men were married, with large families.

The fcllowing authentic extract 
from Commander Schley's report, now being 
prepared for the secretary of the navy, shows 
a portion of the remains to have been so 
treated, but that those of Lientenant Lock- 
wood, Sergeant Israel, Sergeant Linn, Pri- 
vate Schneider, Sergeant Cross, and the Es 
kimo Christiansen were absolutely whole and 
untouched : 

““*In preparing the bodies of the dead for 
transportation in alcohol to St. Johns, it was 
found that the bodies of six of them (Lieuten- 
ant Kislingbury, Sergeant Jewell, Private 
Whistler, Private Henry, Private ‘Ellis and 
Sergeant Ralston) had been cut and the fleshy 
parts removed to a greater or less extent 
All the other bodies were intact.’”

LAND GRABBING. 


Millions of Acres Illegally Fenced 
by Cattle Companies, 


Several Millions More Fraudulently 
Enterei. 


Some time since the commissioner of tus 
genera! land office ordered a survey of cer- 
tain public lands in Colorado and Nebraska 
with a view of bringing suits at the next term 
of court against cattle companies that havo 
illegally fenced in large tracts of land in 
those States. 

A special agent, who has been superinte:.J- 
ing the survey in Colorado ix 1 report to the 
commissioner, says eig’t cases bare been 
found against the Prairie Cattle company, 
composed of Scotchmen. An examination 
tias been made of tracts containing 100square 
miles, twenty-five square miles,sixteen square 
miles and seventy-five square miles, and 
the agent is at present examining a tract 
containing over one hundred square miles. 
All of these are under the control of the 
Prairie Cattle y, and the agent says 
are i y fenced in. 

Officials in the land office say the practice 
of illegally fencing large tracts of land and 
taking fraudulent entries has been greater the 
past year than ever before. They claim that 
between five and six millions of acres are 
fraudulently entered. Complaints from set- 
ilers are being received daily by agenc and 
the land office here. The settlers say the cat- 


tle men are driving them away and 
from them the la which they have 
apon. One of the land office officials, in 


she practice is continued cattle men will have 
*ntire control of ths best public lands in the 
United States within twenty years. 
Relative to the fraudulent entries of land, 
s land tin New Mexico informs the gen- 
tral land commissioner that of the entries 
in that Territory ninety per cent. are fraud- 
alent, and another agentin Dakota, writing 
upon the same subject, says that seventy-five 
cent. of the entries are fraudulent in that 
erritory. The following table, completed 
for the forthcoming annual report of the 
land commissioner, shows the number of 
fraudulent entries that have been investigated 
luring the past year, and approximately the 
aumber of illezally¢enced acres in the vag- 
pus States and Territorias:—

Beside the cases embraced in the foregoing 
table there are about five thousand entries on 
which action has been suspended until an ex- 
amination can be made by special agents. 
These entries will average about one hundred 
and fifty acres of land each. Acting Com- 
missioner Harrison says that no doubt there 
are thousands of other fraudulent entries, but 
that the office can only .investigate those 
which are brought to its attention by settlers 
and others. 

Entire @ounties are reported as being fenced 
in Kansas. In Wyoming more than one hun- 
dred large cattle companies are reported as 
having fencing on the public lands. Some of 
these companies are reported to be English

and others Scotch. 

Referring to the practice eg 
nies makiny entrits on is ille- 
gally fenced, Major McKenzie, of the Land 
office, said: *‘These entries are made along 
the streams that run through the land. Cat- 
tle men will employ men to herd their stock 


-and then will give fifty to a bundred dollars 


to each one to make an entry for 16 acres. 
When he has secured his patent it is under- 
stood that he must transfer it to the party 
who advanced the money. Many of the cat- 
tle dealers will not employ men unless they 
will agree to make the entries. 

‘‘4 common fraud in New Mexico, Arizona, 
California, Idaho, Wyoming, Montaria, Utab 
and Nevada is practiced by means of the 
Desert Land Act. That act provides that in 


cents per acre shall be paid down, and that 
persons entering the land shall be allowed 
three years in which to ” y the remainder. 
Instead of taking desert lands the practice is 
to take the very best land. Parties hold it 
and get the use of it for three years for com- 
paratively nothing, and then they ccntinue 
to get the use of it while it is in dispute.

A Lien’s Bite. 


The familiar remark, ‘‘When doctors 
jiaagree, who shall decide?” intimates 
that men equally learned and conscien- 
tious do contradict each other.

An incident in the life of the great 
African explorer and missionasy, Dr. 
Livingstone, throws light upon the 
topic. Once upon a time, a lion sprang 
apon the doctor, knocked him down 
and bit his shoulder and arm so severely 
as to cripple them for life. 

The doctor felt no sensation of pain 
while in the lion’s jaws. This wasa 
fact, which his own consciousness at- 
tested. But the good man, instead of 
waiting until he had found several men 
who had been in lion's jaws, and felt no 
pain, jumped from this fact to a con 
slusion. He inferred that by a merci. 
ful provision of Providence, the lion's 
blow so stuns its victim that they feel 
20 pain. 

The good missionary’s opinion, how- 
ever, was not accepted by naturalists and 
hunters. One English sportsman, while 
hunting in South Africa, met with old 
Petrus Jacobs, who had shot more lions 
than any man in thatcountry. He flatly 
contradicted the missionary. 

The old nimrod was on his back, hav- 
ing been terribly mauled by a lion a few 
davs before.

| How Do the Tides Rise and Fall. 


Let us consider the moon first, as its 
«ctjon from its greater proximity to the 
earth, is much more effective in producing 
tidal waves than that of the sun. We 
know from the laws of gravity that the 
moon tends to draw the earth upwards; 
if it be at the antipodés, beneath our feet, 
its tendency is to draw the earth down- 
wards. Now, if the earth were a rigid, 
solid mass, like a ball of iron, this action 
of the moon would have no other appre- 
ciable effect than to draw the earth as a 
whole upwards or downwards. The case, 
however, is different when on the surface 
of the solid globe there isan ocean of 
liquid matter. The force with which | 
gravity acts is greater the nearer the two) 
bodies are to one another; consequently 
when the moon is overhead the surface of 
the sea is attracted with greater force 
than the solid yields to this force, and is | 
raised up in the shape of a wave, much | 
in the same manner as we may have seen | 
the hair of the head rise up toward a 
charged electric machine. The converse | 
of this action holds good also at the an- 
tipodes at the same time. There the | 
bottem of the sea is attracted more than | 
the surface of the waters; consequently, | 
the latter drop away, as it were from the 
earth, and also assume a wave-like form. 
Thus we have at bdpposite sides of the 
earth similar waves raised at the same 
time by the moon's attractive force. | 
Then the earth as it revolves on its axis, 
brings every place in turn under each of | 
these waves, when itis high water in- 
each place as it arrives at the wave, and 
low water when between the two waves.
